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Time Magazine Explains 
Council for Judaism Story

NEW YORK (NJP)—A spokesman for Time magazine 
told The Post this week that the article in the Nov. 3 issue on 
the American Council for Judaism had been under considera- 
tion “for some time.” 

The two-column story, with a picture of Rabbi Elmer 
Berger, Council executive director, represented the first time 
the anti-Zionist organization has been covered by the weekly 
newsmagazine. 

Titled “Anti-Zionist Judaism,” the article was based on the 
Chicago Sunday school, one of three opened last month by the 
Council’s department of religioos and synagogue activities al- 
though the Sunday school pilot project had been focussed orig- 
inally in New York’s suburban Westchester. (NJP, Oct. 31, 
1952) 

In contrast to previous Council appearances in general 
media, notably an article in Readers Digest two years ago, the 
Time piece was free of implied Council imputations of disloy- 
alty to American Jewish Zionists. 

“We had noticed news about the activities of this organ- 
ization, particularly last April, when the American Council 
for Judaism had its “annual conference,” the Time spokesman 
said. “We decided at that time to do a story.” 

The spokesman said that a considerable amount of litera- 
ture on both the Zionist and anti-Zionist viewpoints had been 
studied in preparation for the story, which was based mainly 
on an interview with Rabbi Berger and Gerald Blank, Council 
publicity director. 

He said an effort had been made to get in touch with Dr. 
Nelson Glueck, president of the Hebrew Union College-Jewish 
Institute of Religion, the U. S. Reform seminary, as part of 
the interviewing for the piece, but it was learned Dr. Glueck 
was in Israel at the time. 

“So we went ahead without whatever material we might 
have obtained that way,” the spokesman said. “The idea was 
to present a factual, straightforward report on a minority 
group among American Jews.”

NEW -YORK (NJP)—A N. Y. rabbi was considering 
an offer which would make him Chief Rabbi of Argen- 
tina. If he accepts, it will be the first time such a title 
would be bestowed and realized by a Jewish community 
jn South America. 

Indications are, however, that Rabbi Dr. Jacob Avig- 
dor, spiritual leader of an Orthodox congregation, 
Hovevei Torah, Brooklyn, is, at best, reluctant about 
the offer, and will probably turn it down. 

“Every day there is a stream of telegrams and tele- 
phone calls urging the rabbi to make his decision affirm- 
ative,” his wife told The Post. 

“There is a lack of strong Orthodox leadership down 
there and they want the rabbi badly,” she added. “But 
the situation is comparable to a young girl’s reluctance 
to marry a man she does not love.” 

Asked whether the rabbi was setting any conditions, 
Mrs. Avigdor answered with a telephone shrug. 

Rabbi Avigdor later told The Post he had no condi- 
tions, and that he would write his refusal “in the near 
future.” 

He revealed that his rejection would be based on 
two-fold grounds. First, he is hesitant te begin a new 


life at close to sixty, and assume the responsibility of 
leadership of the half-million strong Argentina commu- 
nity. In addition, he feels that a country such as Argen- 
tina would offer little future for his children. 

Rabbi Avigdor had answered a request by Argen- 
tina’s Jewry when he flew to Buenos Aires this past 
summer to spend three weeks as guest lecturer there. 
Full-page notices of welcome appeared in the two Yid- 
dish dailies and the American visitor was treated roy- 
ally. 

“A chauffeured limousine stood in front of the house 
at my 24-hour disposal,” the rabbi related. “When I 
traveled by train, I was given a car normally used by a 
minister of the government.” Mrs. Avigdor received 
many fine gifts from members of the Jewish commu- 
nity in the capital, approximately two-thirds of whom 
are extremely wealthy, and most of whom are engaged 
in the textile industry. 

“Ten thousand pesos is a great deal of money in a 
country whose standard of living is much lower than 
that of the United States,” Rabbi Avigdor continued. 
“But then a chief rabbi is expected to live in the style 
which would do justice to his high post, and must en- 
tertain lavishly.” 

Rabbi Avigdor disclosed that the question of kashrut

of Argentina’s meat exports to Israel also entered the 
picture. “The Mizrachi of Israel wanted me to be on 
the spot to check what has become a major problem 
for Orthodox Israelis. But as I was not in Argentina in 
an official capacity, I inspected none of the slaughter 
houses at the time.” 

The eighth son of a small town Polish rabbi, Rabbi 
Avigdor is an entirely self-educated man. Due to the 
strong anti-Semitism prevalent in the thirties, he at- 
tended no classes at the University of Lemberg, but suc- 
ceeded in taking his examinations there. He holds a 
Ph. D. in Philosophy and Semitic Languages. 


After his liberation from Buchenwald concentration 
camp, Rabbi Avigdor served as Chief Chaplain for all 
DPs. In 1947, he came to the U.-S. with his family, to 
become head of the Yeshiva Rabbi Solomon Kluger. A 
son has recently returned from the battlefields of 
Korea.

CRITIC OF KIBBUTZ CHILD REARING 
METHOD ANSWERS COLUMNIST. 


HELEN COHEN 

DITOR, National Jewish Post: 

I would like to answer Mrs. Cohen’s criticism of my letter on 
the kibbutz experiment in child rearing methods, (NJP, Oct. 31, 
1952) 

First of all it was mot “bad judgment” on 
the part of the kibbutz planners to separate 
mothers and children—as Mrs. Cohen ‘seems 
to think. It is a definite policy of the kibbutz, 
which, for numerous reasons, does not want 
a “family unit” to exist. The complete break- 
ing up of the family unit is the kibbutz’ 
strongest ideological policy and perhaps the 
main reason for the decline of the kibbutz in 
Israel today... 

It is true that we, in America, do not 
devote as much time to the upbringing and care of our children as 
we would wish to. However, whether our child is at school, or camp, 
whether tle mother works or not, his home is still his major back- 
ground, and its influence his guiding light. 


WE CHOOSE OUR CHILD’S SCHOOLS, camps, .etc., and if we 
do not agree with what they are teaching our child, we make 
changes accordingly. |In a kibbutz the child has no individual home, 
and, therefore, lacks the basic feeling of belonging... 

I should like to point out that at no point in my previous letter 
did I state or even imply that he kibbutz experiment was “cold and 
heartless and not worthy of our consideration,” and that we should 
feel ourselves smug and superior to it. I myself went to a kibbutz, 
with my family, out of idealistic motivations. I left it after a year, 
most disappointed...
